Minutes of the Sixty- Third 


Annual Convention 
Held at Wanganui, March 9th-15th, 1950 


Convention, 1950, was called to order at 2 p.m. on Thursday, March 9th, 
in St. Paul’s Hall, Nelson Street, Wanganui, by the President, Miss C. M. 
McLay. 


The President conducted the opening devotional service, the battle hymn, 
followed with a responsive reading, and prayer. 


In extending a welcome to delegates and visitors, Miss McLay briefly 
referred to the World Circle of the Union. A special welcome was extended 
to two old members of Wanganui Union, Mrs. Morrison and Mrs. Upton, 
who had been members for 50 years. Mrs. Chesswas, District President of 
Wanganui, warmly welcomed Convention. The Pledge was affirmed. 


Appointments.—The following appointments were made for Convention: 
Mistress of Courtesies, Mrs. Theo Brown; Marshals, Mrs. Mountjoy and Miss 
Carrol; Letter-writer, Mrs. McMillan; Press Reporter, Mrs. Felix Grigg; 
Pianiste, Mrs. Clark; Song Leader, Mrs. Knapp; Time-keeper, Mrs. Prussing. 


Miss J. Atkinson, Corresponding Secretary, presented her report and 
moved its adoption which was seconded by Mrs. McMillan and carried. 

The Treasurer’s Report and Balance Sheet were presented by Miss G. 
C. Gibbs who explained briefly but clearly the way in which the funds are 
conducted and also suggested the repayment of £300 loaned by Wanganui 
some years ago. Miss Gibbs and Mrs. Grigg the adoption, Mrs. Grigg and 
Mrs. Mountjoy speaking to it, the adoption was carried. 

On the recommendation of the N.Z. Executive, Mrs. Mountjoy and Mrs. 
Knapp “that the amount of £300 held in the N.Z. Fund, be repaid to Wanga-

nui.” Carried. 

Afternoon tea was dispensed by the ladies of the Baptist Women’s 
Missionary Union, Church of Christ, and National Council of Women. Miss 
McLay moved a vote of thanks to them which was endorsed with general 
acclamation. 

Mrs. Chesswas made several announcements as to rest rooms and the 
motor-ride on Saturday. 

A Call for donations to the N.Z. Fund was made by the Treasurer, which 
was well responded to. En. 

Mrs. J. Hiett addressed Convention giving a stirring and inspirational 
message based on Matthew 5, verses 14-16. Light and Service. By our 
lives and by our service we can lighten the way for others. We may go forth. 
God has called us into His service at such a time as this. 

A very cordial vote of thanks to Mrs. Hiett was moved by Mrs. Toomer 
and carried with acclamation. 

The Session closed at 4 p.m., the President pronouncing the Benediction.

_ Convention was called to order at 10.20 am., when the President con- 
stituted the session with prayer. 


The Minutes of the opening session of Convention were read and con- | 
firmed. The Roll Call was taken. |

Greetings, Inward.—Greetings were received from Thames Union, Lower 
Hutt, Oamaru, Miss Kirk, North Brighton, Mrs. Day, Cambridge, Hamilton, 
Mrs. Lee Cowie, Mrs. Head, Mrs. Joseph, Mrs. Pirrett, Green Island, Wai- 
mate, Auckland and Christchurch. 7 


Outward Greetings were directed to the World Officers Mrs. Lee Cowie, 
Miss Kirk, Mrs. J. Long, Mrs. Mitchell, Mrs. Neal, Miss Henderson, Mrs. 
Hall, Mrs. Walker, Mrs. Pirrett, Mrs. Head, Niue Island, Sister Nicholls. 
Miss Drew. A letter, conveying sympathy with the Misses Moyes, and Mrs. 
Baillie, in the death of their Mother, Mrs. Moyes, Superintendent of Black- 
blocks for many years. A greeting to Mrs. Wheatly, British President, to 
be conveyed by Mrs. Hiett. 


Reports.—‘“White Ribbon”: In the absence of the Editor, Mrs. Christian 
who is travelling overseas, Mrs. Grigg thanked all reporters and contributors 
for. their co-operation, on behalf of Mrs. Christian, and also asked that 
thanks be conveyed to Lynnette Christian for her work in the Home-makers 
column. The Acting-Editor was then introduced by the President. In 
reply, Mrs. Singleton stated that she would hold the fort until Mrs. 
Christian’s return. The Business Manager, Mrs. Grigg, then presented her 
report which was of great interest and revealed a great deal of conscientious 
work, and the statement of accounts showed a credit balance. She expressed 
thanks to the Principals of Wright and Carman for their assistance and 
co-operation and to Mr. Freeman the honorary Auditor who has always 
assisted her. Mrs. Grigg and Mrs. Brewer then moved the adoption of the 
report. Mrs. Mountjoy spoke in terms of appreciation and congratulation of 
the work of the Business Manager. Carried 


Appointment of Acting-Editor—Mrs, Grigg and Miss Appleby, moved 
that Mrs. Singleton be appointed Acting-Editor for this year. Call was 
made for Convention numbers of the W.R. 


Reports—L.W.R. Mrs. Brewer spoke to her report pointing out ways 
and means of keeping up this work. The report was adopted on the motion 
of Mrs. Brewer and Miss V. Jamieson. 

Band of Hope Report.—Miss V. Jamieson read her report and moved its 
adoption, seconded by Mrs. Underhill, and carried. Reference was made to 
the splendid work of the Opotiki branch and a report was to be placed on 
the wall. 


The L.T.L. Report.—Mrs. Knauf and Mrs. Kasper moved the adoption. 
Carried. 


Y. Report—Mrs. Rippin and Mrs. Fleet moved its adoption, and it was 
carried. Miss Appleby referred to Rangimarie. Noontide was observed 
with the singing of hymn 82, Prayer was offered by two members. 
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Literature Report.—Mrs. Ross spoke to her report and this was followed 
by discussion. This was adopted on the motion of Mrs. Ross and Mrs. Grigg. 


Resolution Committee were notified of their meeting. 
The Session closed with the Benediction.

Minutes of Session held on Friday afternoon, March 10th, 1950. 


A Remembrance Service in honour of members throughout the Dominion 
who passed away during the year, was conducted by the President at 2 p.m. 
The Memorial Hymn was sung with feeling and was followed by the reading 
of appropriate passages of Scripture. Miss McLay spoke of Christ’s need 
for human companionship on earth and of our great privilege in His com- 
panionship. With Him in Service, in suffering and in glory. The Convention 
stood while the President read the names of the deceased members and for 
each a white flower was placed in a bowl by Miss Pam Prussing and Mrs. 
Wetere. A prayer of Thanksgiving for the lives and service of those we 
were honouring was offered. Mrs. Underhill rendered the sacred solo “O 
Rest in the Lord.” 


The Minutes of the morning session were read and confirmed. 


Greetings were received from Mesdames Hall and Ellis, New Brighton, 
Mrs. Clark, Rev. Jim Chambers. 


Forward Plan.—The President spoke on the Five-year Forward Plan, 
stressing the first essential of building the Spiritual life by prayer, and made 
suggestions for furthering the work. Miss Atkinson gave the figures received 
for the Period March to October, 1949, the totals are: New members 221, 
W.R. subs. 75, Cradle Roll members 431, Band of Hope members 62. Mrs. 
Toomer told of Nelson’s Youth work and others spoke of methods used and 
a discussion on the value of leaflets followed. 


Afternoon tea was dispensed by the Archdeaconry Group of the Mothers’ 
Union, and our grateful thanks was expressed by the President and Con- 
vention showed appreciation in the usual way. 


President’s Address——Mrs. Toomer, vice-president, took the chair and 
called upon Miss McLay for her Presidential address. This was most com- 
prehensive as practically the world was touched upon in reference to Temper- 
ence work, and was full of information and inspiration. Mrs. Toomer spoke 
in appreciation as did other members of Convention. On the motion of Mrs. 
Hiett and Mrs. McMillan, a very hearty vote of thanks was carried to the 
President. 


Competitions—The result of the competitions: Handerchiefs (new) Miss 
C. C. Ennon Ist and 2nd, Mrs. Gilmore 3rd. Handerchief (thrift) Miss 
Thompson Ist, 2nd, Miss Jamieson 3rd. Apron (utility) Miss 
Sunderland 1st, Mrs. Hannam 2nd, Wellington Union 3rd. Apron (fancy) 
Mrs. Allenby lst and 2nd, Mrs. Fisher 3rd. 


The session closed at 4.15 p.m., the President pronouncing the Benediction.

Minutes of Session held Saturday morning, March 11th, 1950 
Session was opened with Devotions conducted by Miss Appleby. The 
hymn “Lord Speak to Me” was followed by Scripture reading from Roman 1, 
and Miss Appleby brought before us the thought that as we have knowledge 
of God and learn of the world’s need, it is our duty to use such knowledge 
to witness for God in the world. 


The Minutes of the previous session were read and confirmed. The Roll 
was called. There were 80 sitting in Convention—l3 officers and supts., 1 
organiser, 66 delegates. There were 10 districts represented, 63 brariches 
and 1 Y branch. New delegates numbered 23. 
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Inward Greetings were received from Mrs. Walker, Mrs. Long, Blenheim 
Union, A greeting was directed to Miss Lovell-Smith. Letters of thanks 
were passed to Miss Lynette Christian for her work in the Home Column 
of W.R., to Mr. Freeman, Auditor of the W.R. accounts, to Rev. Mr. Bielby 
and the two Elders of the Baptist Church, and the Organist, for the beauti- 
fully conducted Communion Service. 


The President then introduced to Convention Mrs. Bell, Maori Organiser 
and welcomed her. Mrs. Bell replied in a happy little speech and expressed 
the hope of helping her people. 


Plans of Work.—A very interesting and helpful session was held dis- 
cussing Plans of Work, and many good suggestions were made, and various 
members told of their successful experiences. Mrs. Hiett suggested a very 
good chorus we should learn and sing, “Strike out the two top lines.” Morn- 
ing tea was dispensed by the local W.C.T.U. ladies and much appreciated. 


Reports.—Departmental reports were dealt with as follows: Anti- 
Gambling: Mrs. Kasper moved and Mrs. Gardiner seconded, “that the report 
be adopted. (Mrs. Pirrett, Supt., unable to be present). There was a good 
discussion, paper cuttings from a current paper were read and experiences of 
members given. Mrs. Chesswas told Convention of a B.C. Camp being held 
on a racecourse and the Resolutions Committee were asked to form a resolu- 
tion in regard to this. The adoption was carried. Good Citizenship: Miss 
A. M. McLay spoke to her report and asked Unions to report the work done, 
stressing the importance of wearing the White Bow. Miss McLay moved 
and Mrs. Prussing seconded, the adoption was carried. Methods: Mrs. 
Kasper moved and Mrs. Knapp seconded the adoption of this report. Mrs. 
Kasper spoke on ways Unions could work, referred to the Display in an 
adjoining room, expressing thanks for being allowed space to bring the work 
to the members in this way. Carried. 


Presentation of Banners and Vases.—The Banner for the largest District 
Cradle Roll was awarded again to Auckland, with 1,178 members. Largest 
C.R. (Union over 30 members) Hamilton, 330. Largest C.R. (Union 15-30 
members) Springlands, with 292. Largest C.R. (Union under 15 members) 
Mrs. J. S. White, Tua Marina. Highest percentage increase in L.W.R. was 
awarded to Wellsford with 77 per cent. As the Banner for this is lost, a Silver 
Vase, donated by Mrs. Toomer, was awarded in its place. Union Membership 
Banner was awarded for greatest increase in members to Oamaru gaining 33. 
The Banner for percentage increase went to- Mataura. White Ribbon Vase: 
Awarded for largest number of subscribers was won by Riccarton with 16]. 
The W.R. Banner awarded for largest number of new subscribers was also 
won by Riccarton. The Banner awarded for the highest percentage of sub- 
scribers obtained was won by Warkworth with 11. The Band of Hope 
Banner was won by Feilding, but was not handed in to Convention. 

Y. Branches.—The large Shield for best work done was awarded to the 
Rangimarie Y. Branch and the smaller Shield was won by Belmont Y’s. 

Remits.—No. 1: This was before Convention and discussed fully but was 
referred back to the Committee for re-wording. 

The Noontide was observed with the singing of a hymn and prayers by 
Mrs. Major Simpson and Mrs. Clark. 

The session closed with the Pronouncement of the Bénediction at 12.10.

Minutes of Session held Monday morning, March 13th, 1950. 


Mrs. H. N. Toomer presided for the first portion of Monday morning’s 
session, the President attending the Girls’ College to give an address. Open- 
ing with the singing of chorus, the devotions were conducted by Miss A. M. 
McLay. Following the hymn “How Firm a Foundation,” a study of the 
46th Psalm was given. The great keynote was God—our Refuge in time of 
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trouble. Be still and know that 1 am God. Prayer was offered for those in 
great need at this time. 


The Minutes of Saturday’s session were read and confirmed. 


Band of Hope Banner.—To complete the records regarding the Banners 
the position of the Band of Hope Banner was discussed. Miss V. Jamieson 
reported that owing to some Unions not sending in returns, the matter had 
not been finalised and she asked Convention to decide between Waimate and 
Feilding, and was voted unanimously to Feilding. 


Miss C. Prussing was appointed Mistress of Courtesies for the remainder 
of Convention. 


The President took the chair at 945 and reported on her visit to the 
Wanganui Girls’ College. Miss Baker, Principal, showed great interest 
and expressed the wish to hire films and obtain Scientific Temperance 
booklets for use in the college. 


Letters Outward.—It was decided to convey by letter our thanks to Rev. 
A. McLean for his very helpful message at St. Paul’s Sunday night, and his 
Organist for his services; also to the ladies who provided tea on Saturday 
evening. 


Reports.— Evangelistic: Miss Appleby spoke to her report and moved its 
adoption which was seconded by Mrs. Gardiner and carried. 


Bible in Schools.—Mrs. Knauf spoke briefly to her report for which she 
was accorded thanks. The report was adopted. She told of her own experi- 
ences with the Flannelgraph illustrations and gave a demonstration. 


Sabbath Observance.—In speaking to her report, Mrs. Knauf asked for 
reports of work which she knew the Unions did, and moved the adoption 
of her report, seconded by Miss Jackson and carried. 


Organisers.—A very interesting report of her work was given by Miss 
A. M. McLay, showing great need for organising work. There was a good 
discussion and the report was adopted on the motion of Miss McLay and 
seconded by Mrs. Underhill and carried. Mrs. Toomer reported verbally 
on part-time organising in Wellington District and had made many con- 
tacts. She was willing to carry on as often as she was able. 


Maori Organiser——Mrs. Eunice Bell (Te Ru Manao) who spoke to her 
report of the three months’ work she had accomplished, said it was hard 
work she had undertaken among her own people, but that she would do all 
in her power to help them. Her report was adopted after discussion and 
appreciation of Mrs. Bell’s work had been expressed. 


Recommendation from Executive.—Mrs. Underhill moved the .recom- 
mendation from N.Z. Executive, “that Miss McLay approach Mrs. Bell in 
regard to engaging her as an Educational Officer to work among her own 
people for a period of six months” and “that in view of the condition of the 
Maori Fund, an appeal for finances be circulated on behalf of the Maori 
work.” The recommendation was discussed and Miss Gibbs explained the 
position of the funds. 


The first portion of the recommendation, “that Miss McLay approach 
Mrs. Bell in regard to engaging her as an Educational Officer to work 
among her own people for a period of six months,” was moved by Mrs. 
Underhill and seconded by Mrs. Gardiner and carried. 

Mrs. Knapp moved and Mrs. McMillen seconded “that a printed appeal 
be circulated among members and friends for finance for the Maori work. 
Carried. 

Miss Gibbs moved and Miss Scarrow seconded, “that we draw upon the 
Organising and Educational Fund to supplement the Maori Fund for this 
year.” Carried.

Plans of Work.—The President again stressed the need for prayer and 
gave instances of her own experiences and knowledge of the power and 
effect of time spent in prayer. She referred to the Term of Office and 
appealed to older Officers to help others to come forward for Office. Train 
your members as speakers and Officers so that the work might go forward 
if you have to drop out. 


Resolutions— 

1. The redrafted remit reading “that the W.C.T.U. Convention urge the 
Government to provide Temperance films to be shown in conjunction with 
the teaching of the Ethics of Temperance.” Carried. 


2. The remit was altered to read “that for all children from 8 to 10 
years from L.W.R. Rolls, should receive a card, letter or testament at 
the discretion of the Unions.” Carried. 


Noontide was observed by the singing of the Noontide hymn and prayers 
offered from the floor of Convention. 


3. Remit 3 was discussed and referred back for re-casting. 
The session closed at 12.30 with the Benediction. 


Minutes of Session held Monday afternoon, March 13th, 1950. 


The devotions being taken by Mrs. Bell. Hymn 70 was sung and the 
Scripture reading was taken from St. John’s Gospel. Mrs. Wetere and 
Mrs. Koroheke sang with Mrs. Bell “Come to the Saviour,’ members joining 
in the chorus. 


Greetings were received from Mrs. Graham, Linwood, Mrs. Spence and 
Wellington Central. It was decided to send a greeting to the World Officers 
—Psalm 144 verses 1 and 2. It was also resolved to convey by letter our 
sympathy with Mrs. Pitt, a member of Convention, who was called away on 
account of a family bereavement. 


Military Training Camps.—Mrs. Mountjoy spoke in regard to the plans 
of the Auckland Youth Council to entertain the 18-year-olds while in camps 
and made suggestions which Unions may follow if there are camps in their 
districts. 


Correspondence.—Sister Nicholls wrote resigning her work as District 
Superintendent of Maori L.W.R. It was agreed that a letter of thanks be 
sent for all her work for the Union. 

Afternoon tea was dispensed by the ladies of the Methodist Church, 
who were accorded a vote of thanks. Carried by acclamation. 

Mrs. F. J. T. Grigg addressed Convention under the title of “The 
W.C.T.U. Abroad,” and gave a most comprehensive and telling account of 
her travels in England, Europe, U.S.A. and Canada; of contacts with 
Officers of the Union, and her experiences with great personalities. She 
also told of drinking dens and political powers, her opinion being that there 
was definite need for us to be positive against the evils, and to work and 
live in the Spirit of Jesus Christ, if this sick world was to be saved. 
Mrs. Mountjoy, in moving a vote of thanks, expressed for us all, apprecia- 
tion of thanks to Mrs. Grigg for her wonderful address, which was endorsed 
by acclamation. 

The President offered prayer for the women of the world and pro- 


nounced the Benediction.

Minutes of Session held Tuesday morning, March 14th, 1950. 


Session eommenced with devotions led by Mrs. Clark who read from 
St. Matthew’s Gospel the keynote of which was “Watch” and be ready and 
from which a very helpful message was given. 

The Minutes of Monday’s sessions were read and confirmed. 
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_ Banners: W.R.—Mrs. Grigg announced that Warkworth Union was the 
winner of the Banner awarded for increase of subscribers on the highest 
percentage basis, having gained 11 new subscribers. 


For the benefit of District Unions Mrs. Chesswas told Convention of 
the way they had faced up to their responsibility in holding Dominion Con- 
vention in Wanganui and of difficulties which may be avoided by another 
district. 


Maori Educational Officer.—Mrs. Knapp moved and Miss V. Jamieson 
seconded “that Mrs. Bell be employed as Educational Officer to work among 
the Maori people for six months at a salary of £5 per week plus travelling 
expenses.” Carried. 


Licensing Committee Elections.—It was suggested that in the years when 
this election takes place, that we endeavour to arrange Convention so that 
members may be in their own districts. Members were notified in con- 
nection with voting today for their own District Committees. 

An apology was received for the absence of Mrs. Laird. 


Greetings were received from Northland District, Levin, Mrs. Walker 
and Miss Cook. 


Maori Repert.—In the absence of Mrs. Long, Mrs. Hooper moved and 
Mrs. Gardiner seconded the adoption. Mrs. Mountjoy told of the appoint- 
ment of a new Matron to the Hostel and that everything was very satis- 
factory. The adoption was carried, after references were made to the good 
work done by Mrs. Long, and Mr. Long, who had for health reasons had 
to resign. 


Legal and Parliamentary.—Mrs. Chesswas spoke briefly of the work done 
and there was discussion and suggestions made. Her report was accepted. 


Press Report.—This was moved by Miss V. Jamieson and seconded by 
Mrs. Hiett, and discussed and suggestions given. Carried. . 


Films.—Mrs. Ross spoke on this subject. More use was made of the 
films from Headquarters by Christchurch and Canterbury District. Appli- 
cations should go to Mrs. Ross in good time. To a question the Religious 
Film Society was recommended for films suitable for children. 


Sunday School and Bible Class Temperance.—Mrs. Christopher spoke 
for Mrs. Clark with apologies. Mrs. Mountjoy moved and Mrs. Toomer 
seconded the adoption. Carried. 


Scientific Temperance Exams.—Miss C. Jamieson moved and Mrs. 
Brewer seconded the adoption. For the benefit of new members Miss Jamie- 
son explained her work and exhibited the Gold and Silver Medals which 
are awarded each year for successful entrants. She suggested that where 
a senior has previously won a Gold Medal and Bar, a book could be 
presented. Convention decided that this should be left to Miss Jamieson to 
decide. Carried. 


Election of Officers——Mrs. McMillan moved and Mrs. Mountjoy seconded 
“that the tellers for the election of officers be Mrs. Ogg and Miss Christie.” 
Carried. The election of President. There being only one nomination, that 
of Miss C. M. McLay, she was declared President by Mrs. Toomer, Vice- 
President, and was accorded musical honours. Mrs. H. N. Toomer was 
also elected unopposed to the position of Vice-President. The position of 
Corresponding Secretary: there were two nominations for this position, 
Miss V. Jamieson and Mrs. E. J. Chesswas; Mrs. Chesswas being elected. 
As there was only one nomination for each of the positions of Recording 
Secretary and Treasurer, Mrs. Underhill and Miss Gibbs, were re-elected 
respectively. The President nominated Mrs. Hiett and Miss Kirk as_her 
Advisory Officers for the coming year. Two girls from the Wanganui Girls’ 
College were welcomed. 








_ Reports Backblocks—Mrs. Toomer moved and Mrs. Hiett seconded “that 
this report be adopted” and pointed out that this was not Poll work. The 
adoption was carried. 


Notable Days, Educational Bureau and Library—Mrs. Ross moved and 
Mrs. Gardiner seconded the adoption which was carried. 


Bulletin—Mrs Knapp gave an account of the work and subscribers. Her 
report was accepted. Mrs Underhill then moved the recommendation from 
Executive “that the Bulletin be discontinued after this year and_ that 
Overseas news be published in the White Ribbon periodically.” Mrs. Knapp 
seconded. Mrs. Knapp told of the difficulties of collecting subs. although 
she had worked the paper agency up. 


Mrs. Brewer moved and Mrs. Chesswas seconded as an amendment “that 
the matter be referred to next Convention for decision.” The amendment 
became the motion and was carried. 


Naontide was observed with the singing of a hymn and prayers from 
the floor of Convention. 


On the motion of the President the Tellers were asked to destroy the 
voting papers.

Mrs. Wood of New Plymouth spoke 
in appreciation of the work at New Plymouth Rest, and seconded the 
adoption of the report. Carried. 


Afternoon tea was dispensed by ladies of the Presbyterian Glia 
and the Salvation Army. A welcome was extended to Mrs. Eaton, a visitor. 
Stamps: Miss Appleby announced that she would accept used stamps for 
the N.Z. Fund. Home Meetings Report: Owing to the illness of Miss 
Edmed and her subsequent death, the work done had not been reported. 
Peace: Mrs. Mackie moved and Miss Bibby seconded and spoke briefly of 
her report, and announced her willingness to visit Unions at arranged times, 
at her own expense. The report was adopted.

Remit No. 13, moved by Mrs. Chesswas and 
seconded by Mrs. Major Simpson that the words “various denominations” 
be used instead of National Council of Churches. Carried. (Resolution No. 9.) 
Remit No. 14: This was referred back to Invercargill to follow up and deal 
with. Remit from Hawke’s Bay re Questionnaire to Ministers, deleted. No. 
16: Mrs. Knapp moved and Mrs. McMillen seconded “that we protest against 
the publication of an evil form of literature at present in circulation, and beg 
that the Minister of Internal Affairs be approached with a view of exposing 
the utterly anti-Christian expression of modern thought which is being 
circulated between the covers of books whose authors aim at nothing higher 
than clever use of apt phrases and descriptive passages which convey only 
the lowest in moral standards.” Carried. No. 17: Mrs. Knapp moved and 
Miss V. Jamieson seconded “that. new legislation be brought into force in 
the selling of contraceptives. The commodity to be sold only by chemists 
and not over other shop counters, or from other dealers as is being done at 
the present time.” Carried. 

Headquarters Report.—Mrs. Brewer spoke to the Headquarters report 
and moved its adoption which was seconded by Mrs. Gardiner. There was 
a discussion on various points. Miss Gibbs gave figures concerning rates, 
etc. The adoption was carried. 

Election of Headquarters Committee—Mrs. Brewer moved and Mrs. 
Hiett seconded “that the Headquarters Committee be re-elected as follows: 
Miss C. E. Kirk, Chairman; Mrs. Porte, Mrs..Hoult, Mrs. McBride, Mrs. 
Davidson, Mrs. Grigg, Mrs. Brewer, and Mrs. Hall.” Carried. 

World Convention.—The President named those who would be attending 
the World Convention: Miss V. Jackson would. be the delegate from N.Z. 
Union, Mrs. Pitt would represent the L.T.L. Department, Mrs. Christian 
would have a seat as “W.R.” Editor, Mrs. Kasper attends as a World Super- 
intendent. Mrs. H. Patterson will be a visitor. Mrs. Mackie, if able to go, 
will have a seat in her own right. The greeting to be sent was Psalm 144. 
verses 1 and 2. 

Mrs. Kasper, who left during the afternoon, was farewelled by the 
President in a few appropriate words and Convention sang “God be with you 
till we meet again.’ 

Convention adjourned after the. President pronounced the Blessing.

It was resolved that a letter of thanks be sent to the outgoing Superin- 
tendents who were not at Convention. Special vote of thanks to Mrs. 
Brewer for her work in the L.W.R. Department for 12 years. 


Greetings.—A_ greeting was received from Mesdames Leov, Rai Valley, 
Glassey Rankin, Griffiths and Ryan of Pahiatua. Outward: A Greeting to be 
sent to Mrs. Leov. It was decided to alter the Greeting for World Con- 
vention, the verses decided upon were from Ist Corinthians, chapter 15, 
verse 51, and 16th chapter, verse 9. On the motion of Mrs. Toomer, it was 
resolved that the same greeting be sent to the Salvation Army Congress 
being held in Wellington. 

Mrs. Duxfield, ex-President of Wanganui, was welcomed and gave a 
message to Convention. Miss Wadsworth, also of Wanganui, was welcomed. 


Remits.—The following remits were dealt with, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 24. 
These were passed with slight additions; 23 to be dealt with locally, 25, re 
“Y” badge, enquiries to be made; 26 to be redrafted. Late Remits 1 and 2 
lost, No. 3 passed, No. 4 deleted and No. 5 to be sent as a letter of apprecia- 
tion. 


Urgent Remits.——The following were passed by Convention: “That in 
view of the dissatisfaction expressed by many Maori and Social workers about 
the new legislation concerning the sale of liquor to the Maoris the Govern- 
ment be urged to call a conference of Maori leaders and Social Welfare 
workers to discuss this matter.” Bible Class Camps: “That this Convention 
views with concern the holding of camps and picnics on racecourse grounds 
by some Churches and Bible Classes.” Motor Accidents: “That where a 
man is arrested and known to be implicated in the cause of a serious acci- 
dent, his name should not be suppressed in the case of intoxication.” 


Question Box.—Several questions were handed in and the President 
answered them. As a result of this the following resolutions were passed: 
“That a letter be sent to the Minister in charge of Civil Aviation as to 
regulations regarding the consumption of alcoholic liquor by Pilot Officers.” 
Regarding raffle ticket selling: “That this Convention ask the Minister of 
Education to have published as soon as possible in the Education Gazette, 
the regulations governing selling on streets or from door to door by children, 
particularly the statute relating to the selling of raffle and art union tickets.” 

Miss V. Jackson was farewelled by Convention and the hymn “God be 
with you” was sung. 

Mrs. Hiett, on behalf of Otago, extended an invitation to hold the next 
Convention in Dunedin. Received with acclamation. 

It was decided to write to W.C.T.U., Evanston, enquiring re American 
publication entitled “Unkept Promise.” An enquiry was made for some one 
to undertake the “Homemakers Column” in the “W.R.” 

Votes of thanks were passed to Wanganui Union for its warm and 
kind hospitality, especially for the serving of morning tea, to Mistresses of 
Courtesies, St. Paul’s Management Committee, Mr. McLean the Caretaker, 
the Baptist Church Trustees, Hosts and Hostesses, the artists who _ per- 
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formed at the welcome social, the donor of £24 the cost of the report books, 
Miss Kendall and Mr. Smith for the loan of typewriters and all who had 
assisted in any way. 

Mrs. Chesswas stated that the work put into Convention had been well 
repaid in the happy fellowship and friendship of delegates. 

The Convention was brought to a close with Hymn 84, followed by 
responsive reading of the Crusade Psalm and Praise singing of “God be 
with you” and a very comprehensive and helpful prayer by the President.

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RESOLUTIONS PASSED AT DOMINION CONVENTION—1950 


1—“That the W.C.T.U. Convention urge the Government to provide 
Temperance Films to be shown in conjunction with the teaching of the Ethics 
of Temperance.” - ) 
_ 2-— “That for all children from 8 to 10 years from L.W.R. Rolls, should 
receive a Card, Letter, or Testament, at the discretion of the Unions.” 


3.— “That in view of the increase of child delinquency which police 
evidence states to be the result of a gangster type of picture on exhibition 
at “picture theatres, and comics on sale at stationers, we urge a much 
stricter censorship of all films and comics, and the withdrawal of those that 
lead to delinquency.” 

4—“That in order to make Temperance Sunday interesting for children 
the W.C.T.U. should endeavour to procure films which are suitable for them.” 

5.—“That fortified or ‘medicated’ wine as sold by chemists should be sold 
only as a doctor’s prescription, wine being like other poisons, harmful in 
overdoses.” 

6—‘That Convention draws the attention of the Government to the fact 
that there are restrictions preventing young lads from entering hotel bars 
for the purpose of selling newspapers, race cards, etc. and would urge that 
these be enforced.” 

7—“That in the event of a man or woman being concerned in an acci- 
dent at which it has been proved that indulgence in strong liquors has been 
a contributing cause, that person should be ordered to take out a prohibition 
order for three vears at least, against himself or herself, irrespective of any 
other penalties imposed.” 

8—“That more severe penalties be imposed in cases of sexual assault.” 


9—“That believing total abstinence to be a moral and religious question, 
we would ask that the various Denominations of New Zealand be urged to 
institute a ‘Commitment Day’ as has been done in America whereby, on a 
siven Sunday, everyone except children under 10 years of age, should be 
confronted with the definite opportunity and obligation of committing him 
or herself in the name of Christ, to abstinence from the use and serving of 
alcoholic liquors.” 

10.—“That we protest against the publication of an evil form of literature 
at present in circulation, and beg that the Minister for Internal Affairs 
be approached with a view to exposing the utterly anti-Christian expression 
of modern thought which is being circulated between the covers of books 
whose authors aim at nothing higher than clever use of apt phrases and 
descriptive passages which convey only the lowest in moral standards.” 

11—“That new legislation be brought into force in the selling of contra- 
ceptives. The commodity to be sold only by chemists and not over other 
shop counters, or from other dealers as is being done at the present time.”

13.—“That resolutions passed by Dominion Convention be included in 
the Convention number of the ‘White Ribbon’.”

Annual Report and Balance Sheet for the year ending 31st December, 1949. 


I have much pleasure in presenting to you my tenth annual report and 
balance sheet. The year has been an exceptionally busy one in that a good 
deal of time was taken up in making the changeover of the wrappers from 
handwritten to addressographed. This work was completed in July, but a 
constant flow of new subscribers and changes of addresses for old ones has 
meant that this work and the running the wrappers through the addresso- 
graph takes a good deal of time each month. The purchase of stencils 
was completed on the receipt of two donations, one of £5/5/- from the 
Wellington District and an anonymous donation of £5 received through the 
Editor. The loan of a typewriter for cutting the stencils was greatly 
appreciated. 

The number of new subscribers gained during the year totals 200, a 
slight increase on the previous year, and only two-thirds of the number 
we aimed at. We crossed off 155 names, leaving a net gain in subscribers 
of 45. Of those crossed off 33 have passed away, 111 cancelled their sub- 
scriptions and 32 were unpaid or untraceable.

“Beacons.’—The number sent out varied during the year from 550 in 
some months to as many as 625 in other months. This is a small increase 
on the previous year and shows more interest being taken in this paper for 
young people. 

Y.P. Supplements.—86,610 copies were issued during the year, an increase 
of 3,060 on the year 1948. We are still selling these at below cost. A much 
wider distribution would help to lower the cost if we could possibly attain 
it. There is no other Temperance paper published for children that I know 
of, and so the opportunity is ours to increase the market for our paper. 

I would like to put on record my appreciation of the help given me by 
the principals and staff of Messrs. Wright & Carman, Ltd., over the years, 
particularly in dealing with the little problems of production which crop 
up from time to time. 

To Mr. G. A. N. Freeman, too, I wish to express a word of thanks for 
help and guidance in keeping our bookkeeping on sound lines and for his 
services as Auditor. 

Our aim of 300 new “White Ribbon” subscribers per year is a little 
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fiearer fulfilment than it was twelve months ago, and we welcome all who 
have put their names on our mailing list, and pray that many more may be 
influenced to help us in spreading information and propaganda against the 
most insidious evil in this country, and in making our official publication, 
“The White Ribbon,” better than ever.
